FORMER CITIZEN DEAD 


David ,S. Soult Died in Meadville 


Acute Indigestion. 


David S. Soult, a former resident of 


Clearfield, died in Meadville on last 
Thursday. Mr. Soult resided at Green- 
ville, but had been on a visit to Cleve- 
land and was on his way home when 
he was taken ill at Meadville, acute 
indigestion being the cause of his 
•death. He was found dead in his bed 
'At the hotel in Meadville at 6 o'clock 
In the morning. His family had the 
remains removed to Greenville. 


Mr. Soult was born in Clearfield 


•eounty, October 19, 1841, the son of 
Michael and Hannah Hoover Soult, 
-who settled on a farm in Delaware, 
Crawford county, in 1864. 
David, 


the third of eleven children, left 
Greenville and engaged in the oil 
business in which he was very suc- 
cessful. 


He was married January 6, 1869 


to Miss Nannie G. English, of Fair- 
•view township, and went to house- 
keeping in Titusville. In 1876 
he 


•went West and the following year he 
settled in Meadville. In the spring 
of 1878 he went to Greenville and 
Iniilt a residence on Columbia avenue 
•where he resided until his death. Four 
children were born of whom two are 
living, Edwin Earl of Johnstown and 
Edson Carl, of Aspinwall. He was a 
memWr of the First M. E. church and 
a man of high standing in the com- 
munity. 


Mr. Soult was a cousin of Aaron 


Peters and A. J. Graham, and Zac- 
chariah Hoover of Clearfield; H. H. 
Peters, of Graham, and H. T. Peters, 
of Reynoldsville. 
He was a highly 


respected man and his death came as 
a shock to his friends in Clearfield.

ASQUITH'S RESIDENCE 


V 
Fires Causing $100,000 Loss 


Charged to Arsonettes. 


London, July 1.—Militants after set- 


ting a $100,000 series of fires In the 
south end forced their way into Pre- 
mier Asquith's DoWolng street house. 


After a fight with servants the wo- 


men were ejected. At the Bow street 
court It was found several of the wo- 
men had dog whips. They declared 
they had planned to lash the premier. 


The suffragists gained entry to As- 


quith's home by pretending to have an 
appointment with the premier. They 
were no sooner Inside than they be- 
gan shouting for an Immediate inter- 
view to "secure Justice for women." 


The battle with the servants follow- 


ed. It roused the neighborhood. The 
women smashed windows and broke 
furniture. They were not ejected till 
police came. 


During the fight one of the women 


pulled a lock and chain from her dress 
and attempted to lock herself to the 
door, but she failed to do so. 


The suffragists were hurried to jail, 


screaming that they "were not yet 
through with the prime minister." 


One was Identified as "Hiss Wat- 


son," a militant with a long police rec- 
ord. 
Both were fined $10. 


The militants again aroused London 


Ky a series of mysterious fires In the 
south of London, which did damage 
estimated at more than $100,000. 


Several business houses and two ten- 


ement houses were burned. Fifteen 
families were made homeless. Accord- 
ing to Scotland Yard, unmistakable evi- 
dences of Incendiarism were found.

Pennsylvania Needs a State Govern- 


ment That is Able and Willing to 
Cooperate With the People—Asks 
For Economic and Social Justice. 


Pittsburgh, July L—William Drap- 


er Lewis, Washington party candi- 
date for governor, today_addressed 
the Progressive workers of Allegheny 
county at a luncheon which was large- 
ly attended. His subject was "Pros- 
perity." 
He said in part: 


"The Progressive party stands pri- 


marily for the prosperity of the peo- 
ple of Pennsylvani 
It believes in 


prosperity for all the people. Herein 
lies the fundamental difference be- 
tween the Progressives and the Pen- 
rose Republican organization. 
The 


machine stands only for the personal 
prosperity of those who want to ob- 
tain something from the government 
for themselves." 


The speaker illustrated his point by 


relating the history of the defeat of 
the workmen's compensation bill in 
the last legislature. 
About the only 


large corporate interests in Pennsyl- 
vania which opposed the passage of 
such a law were the bituminous coal 
operators, who have for a long time 
been immune from liabilties and le- 
gal duties which attach to the opera- 
tion of other industries. The opposi- 
tion of these powerful interests was, 
however, sufficient to cause the Re- 
publican party to defeat the,compen- 
sation bill. It cared little for the 
prosperity of all the workers of Penn- 
sylvania as contrasted with the pros- 
perity of these privileged interests.

He it

the nominal head. 


"The Progressives believe that pros- 


perity depends on sound national poli-

fering with legitimate business, but 
that it requires also an honest state 
government, the cooperation of t\9 
government with the people for large 
public understanding, and economic 
justice to all.

York in our busi- 
ness development. 
We should know 


the reason why. 
A careful investi- 


gation would enable us to determine 
whether one of the eausss is not the 
neglect on the part of the railroads to 
develop the short haul "i which our 
progress, due to our geographical 
situation, so much depends, To ac- 
complish the great tasks today be- 
fore the state, we need in office men 
who will not disgrace the state with a 
capitol scandal, or squander the 
state's money in building a political 
machine instead of good roads. 
We 


must rout Penroseism and its off- 
spring Bigelowism, and 
establish 


honesty, efficiency 
and true public 


service. 


"But perhaps the most important 


element in our prosperity as a state 
is economic and social justice. 
It is 


in seeking the hapiness of the people 
as an element of prosperity that the 
Progressives are most distinctly dif- 
ferent from the 
Republican party. 


The Progressives believe that our con- 
tinued prosperity demands a race of 
strong, healthy men and women. We 
believe that it requires, not only that 
the business man has work to give the 
laborer, but also that he pay his work- 
ers adequately for the services they 
perform, and, either voluntarily, or 
because the state compels, that he 
care for their physical and economic 
needs. Real prosperity exists only 
when employer and employee smite in 
enjoying the fruits of larger busi- 
ness opportunities.

A 
great crowd of strikers assembled at 
the plant entrance to see who would 
return to work, and pickets were ac- 
tive under the restrictions Said down 
by Captain Adams when he visited the 
strike headquarters. 
One man over- 


stepped the bounds and was promptly 
arrested by a trooper.

As the slips and cuttings are propa- 
gated in the closely crowded boxes 
other boxes may be made ready to re- 
ceive them when well rooted and, with 
one or two of the targe plants that are 
beginning to crowd, may give the new- 
ly started box the appearance of hav- 
ing been long established.

HE WAS A MIGHTY KING. 


If the Record on the Tomb of Sards- 


napalus Be True. 


An ancient legend tells us that Sar- 


danapalus was tlie founder of Tarsus, 
while others ascribe that honor to Sen- 
nacherib, king of Nineveh, of whom 
the Bible record speaks. An interest- 
ing part of this legend about Sarda- 
uapalus. the last of the Assyrian kings, 
tells us that he recorded on bis tomb 
near Anehiale. a nearby city, in one 
day, a feat surely worthy of any king. 
But the kings 'of those days, it must 
be remembered, took as much license 
with the record on tbeir tombs as any 
Munchausen who ever lived. 


We are also told that on this tomb 


was a statue of the king snapping his 
fingers, while this inscription was 
written beneath: "Sardanapalus, son 
of Anakyndaraxes, built Anchiale and 
Tarsus In one day. Eat, drink and 
play, for everything else is not worth 
this" (a snap of your fingers). 


Whether this statue and its descrip- 


tion are purely mythical or not, the 
tradition was probably current in 
Paul's time, as his own words Indicate: 
"If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantage*!) It me if the dead rise not? 
Let us eat and drink, for tomorrow we 
die." 
What greater contrast could 


there be than between the strenuous, 
manly, undaunted apostle and the vo- 
luptuous, blase king who was said to 
have founded the city where, hundreds 
of years later, St. Paul was born?— 
Christian Herald. 


BEST OF ALL JOURNALISTS. 


St. Mark Has Been Called the Reporter 


Among the Apostle*. 


The greatest journalist the world ever 


knew lived 1,500 years or more before 
the invention of type, according to Eev. 
Dr. Frank N. Palmer, wh.o awarded the 
palm to St Mark and wondered at the 
marvels that he might have accom- 
plished if be had lived in the days of 
printing presses. 


St Matthew put his chronicles in 


twenty-eight chapters; St. Luke used 
twenty-four to tell his story; St. John 
used twenty-one, but St, Mark covered 
all the details more vividly in sixteen, 
and, true to the spirit of action that 
animates his kind, put a miracle in ev- 
ery chapter. 


St Mark, Dr. Palmer said, was the 


reporter among the apostles. His view- 
point, bis language and, his marvelous 
ability to give action and climax, clash 
and color in a sentence should be a 
glowing example to the newspaper 
writers of this day. 


Each of the other apostles speaks of 


skies that opened. Mark says they 
were rent asunder. He is the only one 
among bis brethren who stopped duti- 
fully to describe the color of a given 
scene. In the writings of his fellows it 
is told that the people went to the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. Mark writes vivid- 
ly that the people ran. 


In writing for the Romans he used 


colorful allusions and the references to 
wild beasts to touch their Intelligence 
in sympathetic fashion at every stroke. 
—Philadelphia Bulletin.

ment of Fourth of July Wmwdhk 
If forecasts of statuticmns be true, 


there will be fewer injuries, with a 
consequent decrease in the number of 
deaths from tetanus (lock-jaw)on our 
National holiday this year. In past 
years thousands have been maimed 
for life and left dependent upon the 
communities in which they live. 
To 


prevent such accidents and fatalities 
your Board of Health wishoi to call 
your attention to the following: facts 
which should receive prompt and skill 
ful attention in the event of injury. 


All injuries contaminated by street 


dust are 
serious and should be 


promptly treated to prevent lock-jaw 
Eighty-five per cent of persons suf- 
fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign itaterial. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the skin is torn do not paste the flap 
down or try to close the wound tia 
this is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

ARE THE BEST 


Split Log Drags The Best For 


Dirt Roads

THE DRAGS ARE INEXPENSIVE 


Cost of Operation Depends Upon Lo 


cat Conditions—Cheaper Than Anj 
Other Efficient Sy«tem of Upkeep— 
The Road Drag and How to Use it 
on Country Roads. 


Washington, D. C., June 30—Th 


road drag is the simplest and least ex. 
pensive contrivance yet devised 
fo 


maintaining earth roads, according tc 
the experts in the U. S. Departmen 
of Agriculture who are cooperating 
with state and county authorities i 
work for better roads. 


Properly used, the drag gives th 


needed crown to the road, smoothe 
out ruts and other 
irregularities 


spreads out puddles of water, there- 
by accelerating the drying of the road 
and makes the surface more or less 
impervious to water by smearing over 
the so-called pores in the earthly ma- 
terial. The cose of operation depends, 
of course, upon local conditions and 
the thoroughness with which the work 
is done. It is safe to say, however, 
that it is less expensive than any oth- 
er efficient system of upkeep. 


Farmers' bulletin No. 597, of the 


Department of Agriculture, discusses 
under the title of "The Road Drag 
and How it is Used." the best methods 
of maintaining earth roads in good 
condition ty this simple device. 
In 


this bulletin/which has just been pub- 
lished, the Department 
points 
out 


that of more than 2,000,000 miles of 
public roads in the 
United States, 


only about 200,000 miles have been 
given a hard surface. 
It is true, of 


course, that a large part of the re- 
maining mileage „ consists of 
roads 


that are entirely 
unimproved, and 


that on roads of this class the drag is 
practically useless. There Is a much 
larger mileage, howevei, that has 
been partially improved, and it is on 
roads of this character—roads that 
have been crowned or drained, 
but 


have not a hard surface—that the use 
of the drag is advocated. 


In its simplest form, the road drag 


consists of an ordinary log split 
in 


half and the two 
halves connected 


like the uprights of a ladder by means 
of croas sticks or rungs set in. The 
log should be about 7 or 8 inches in 
diameter, and from 6 to 8 feet in 
length. It is better to have it of well- 
seasoned, hard tough wood. The two 
semi-cylindrical 
halves of the log 


form the runners of the drag, and are 
usually spaced from 30 to 36 inches 


, apart. 
The front runner is always 


placed with the split surface of the 
wood facing forward, but the rear 
runner sometimes has its rounded 
face in front. This is done in order 
to increase the smearing action of the 
drag as it passes over the surface of 
the road. 


The two runners are not placed di- 


rectly behind each other, but are "off- 
set", as it is called from 12 to 16 
inches. This is done because the drag 
is drawn over the road at an angle 
sufficient to make the runners free 
themselves 
of the 
material 
they 


scrape. 
The amount of this angle 


or skew depends, of course, upon the 


> 
condition of the road. «y offsetting 


X 
the runners, it is possible to make 


-*- their ends follow 
aproximately 
the 


same line on the 
road, which they 


would not do if they were set direct- 
ly behind each other and the drag 
drawn at an angle with the road. 


In order to provide standing room 


for the man, it is usual to nail two 
boards down upon the rungs parallel 
to the runners. Standing upon these, 
a skillful driver will bear his weight 
in such a way as to aid materially in 
the successful operation of the drag. 


The drag i.3 drawn by a chain which 


e fastened by eye bolts to each end 
f the front runner, or one end of the 
hain can pass through a hole at the 
ischarge end of the front runner, and 
;he other end be looped over the rung 
at the cutting end of the runner. 
It 


s important that the hitching link 
should be so designed that its position 
can be changed readily. It is also de- 
sirable to provide a metal 
cutting 


edge for the front runner. This can 
»e made from a strip of iron or steel, 
and old wagon tires have frequently 
proved satisfactory. 


The cost of such a dray varies from 


$2 to perhaps §10 or $12. This prac- 
tically insignificant outlay will secure 
an implement that will be of great 
service to the community for at least 
three or four years. The fact cannot 
be overlooked, however, that skill in 
the use of the drag is indispensable. 


The angle that the runners make 


with the center line of the road, the 
skew angle, if the dragging is done 
to increase the crown of the road, the 
drag should be sufficiently skewed to 
discharge all material as rapidly as it 
is collected on the runners. On the 
other hand the conditions may be such 
that it is desirable to carry along this 
material in order to deposit it where 
there are depressions 
in the road's 


surface. An intelligent operator will 
soon learn many ways of controlling 
the action of the drag. The length of 
the hitching chain, the disposition of 
the operator's weight, the time when 
the dragging is done, all these exert 
a marked influence upon the results. 


As to the time, for dragging, a safe 


rule to follow is to drag the road 
when the material composing the sur- 
face contains sufficient moisture 
to 


compact readily, but is not sufficiently 
wet for traffic to produce mud. 


Since the weather plays so import- 


ant a part in the matter it is not 
usually possible to arrange continuous 
employment for teams on the road. 
It is therefore 
desirable, whenever 


possible, to have the dragging done by 
persons interested in the road, who 
will do it in the intervals of other oc- 
cupations.

ASQUITH'S RESIDENCE 


V 
Fires Causing $100,000 Loss 


Charged to Arsonettes. 


London, July 1.—Militants after set- 


ting a $100,000 series of fires In the 
south end forced their way into Pre- 
mier Asquith's DoWolng street house. 


After a fight with servants the wo- 


men were ejected. At the Bow street 
court It was found several of the wo- 
men had dog whips. They declared 
they had planned to lash the premier. 


The suffragists gained entry to As- 


quith's home by pretending to have an 
appointment with the premier. They 
were no sooner Inside than they be- 
gan shouting for an Immediate inter- 
view to "secure Justice for women." 


The battle with the servants follow- 


ed. It roused the neighborhood. The 
women smashed windows and broke 
furniture. They were not ejected till 
police came. 


During the fight one of the women 


pulled a lock and chain from her dress 
and attempted to lock herself to the 
door, but she failed to do so. 


The suffragists were hurried to jail, 


screaming that they "were not yet 
through with the prime minister." 


One was Identified as "Hiss Wat- 


son," a militant with a long police rec- 
ord.

Pennsylvania Needs a State Govern- 


ment That is Able and Willing to 
Cooperate With the People—Asks 
For Economic and Social Justice. 


Pittsburgh, July L—William Drap- 


er Lewis, Washington party candi- 
date for governor, today_addressed 
the Progressive workers of Allegheny 
county at a luncheon which was large- 
ly attended. His subject was "Pros- 
perity." 
He said in part: 


"The Progressive party stands pri- 


marily for the prosperity of the peo- 
ple of Pennsylvani 
It believes in 


prosperity for all the people. Herein 
lies the fundamental difference be- 
tween the Progressives and the Pen- 
rose Republican organization. 
The 


machine stands only for the personal 
prosperity of those who want to ob- 
tain something from the government 
for themselves." 


The speaker illustrated his point by 


relating the history of the defeat of 
the workmen's compensation bill in 
the last legislature. 
About the only 


large corporate interests in Pennsyl- 
vania which opposed the passage of 
such a law were the bituminous coal 
operators, who have for a long time 
been immune from liabilties and le- 
gal duties which attach to the opera- 
tion of other industries. The opposi- 
tion of these powerful interests was, 
however, sufficient to cause the Re- 
publican party to defeat the,compen- 
sation bill. It cared little for the 
prosperity of all the workers of Penn- 
sylvania as contrasted with the pros- 
perity of these privileged interests. 


"In the plot to strangle the compen- 


sation law, Senator Crow, the present 
state chairman of the Republican par- 
ty, played the principal part. 
He it 


is who is now directing the hopeless 
fight to reelect Senator Penrose and 
to place in state offices men who open- 
ly or tacitly acknowledge the Pen- 
rose leadership. Senator Crow's com- 
pensation record is typical of the 
ideals of the parijy of which he is now 
the nominal head. 


"The Progressives believe that pros- 


perity depends on sound national poli- 
cies, on the restoration of the prin- 
ciple of protection 
and on the de- 


struction of monopoly without inter- 
fering with legitimate business, but 
that it requires also an honest state 
government, the cooperation of t\9 
government with the people for large 
public understanding, and economic 
justice to all. 


"Our first task is to rid the state-

We need 
better roads; we need to develop our 
rivers and harbors; we need an inves- 
tigation of the things which our 
greater industrial and business pros- 
perity need. 
We have fallen decid- 


edly behind Ne*. York in our busi- 
ness development. 
We should know 


the reason why. 
A careful investi- 


gation would enable us to determine 
whether one of the eausss is not the 
neglect on the part of the railroads to 
develop the short haul "i which our 
progress, due to our geographical 
situation, so much depends, To ac- 
complish the great tasks today be- 
fore the state, we need in office men 
who will not disgrace the state with a 
capitol scandal, or squander the 
state's money in building a political 
machine instead of good roads. 
We 


must rout Penroseism and its off- 
spring Bigelowism, and 
establish 


honesty, efficiency 
and true public 


service. 


"But perhaps the most important 


element in our prosperity as a state 
is economic and social justice. 
It is 


in seeking the hapiness of the people 
as an element of prosperity that the 
Progressives are most distinctly dif- 
ferent from the 
Republican party. 


The Progressives believe that our con- 
tinued prosperity demands a race of 
strong, healthy men and women. We 
believe that it requires, not only that 
the business man has work to give the 
laborer, but also that he pay his work- 
ers adequately for the services they 
perform, and, either voluntarily, or 
because the state compels, that he 
care for their physical and economic 
needs. Real prosperity exists only 
when employer and employee smite in 
enjoying the fruits of larger busi- 
ness opportunities.

A 
great crowd of strikers assembled at 
the plant entrance to see who would 
return to work, and pickets were ac- 
tive under the restrictions Said down 
by Captain Adams when he visited the 
strike headquarters.

enthusiasm for woman's suffrage is 
that her mother is an equally well 


t known and ardent antisuffraglafc If 


she cared for society Miss Jones might 
be a leader in the New York and 
Newport smart set, for her family is 
both wealthy and distinguished. Miss 
Jones, however, has been quoted as 
saying that fashionable society bores 
her. The family has a town house in 
New York, but since the death of her 
father, which occurred recently, she 
spends most of her time with her moth- 
er at their country place on I«ng Is 
land. 
Personally Miss Jones is a versatile 


and talented young woman. She ad- 
mits having several hobbies. One of 
them is the collection of book plates.

to be thoroughly practical and withii 
the reach of the modest pocketbook 
A few sturdy geranium plants for the 
•upright bloomers and the hardy, mud 
enduring variegated vincas, the ivj 
leafed geranium or trailing pelargonium 
and glossy green periwinkles and ivies* 
may form the nucleus of the simples' 
or the most elaborate flower box. 


Other bloomers and trailers may be 


added as expert knowledge of require 
ments and Indifference to cost may al 
low, but for general use, under unfa 
vorable conditions, there are few 
plants more acceptable than the hardy 
varieties mentioned for continuing 
year after year and serving lor insid 
decoration when freezing weather 
checks their growth and beauty out o 
doors. 


Consider the fact that fine varieties 


of sturdy, free blooming geraniums 
and any of the different varieties o" 
trailers mentioned may be bought fo 
10 cents each or probably less by th< 
dozen and that very few will be re 
quired t« fill a long box, as they al 
grow rapidly in rich sol! and will soon 
begin to crowd their space. 


Then consider the fact that any o 


these plants may be propagated witl 
amazing rapidity by simply nipping off 
the overgrowth of geranium branche 
and the trailers that are reaching fa 
beyond their prescribed limits and 
tucking them beneath the old plants in 
the moist, rich soil. 
. As the slips and cuttings are propa- 
gated in the closely crowded boxes 
other boxes may be made ready to re- 
ceive them when well rooted and, with 
one or two of the targe plants that are 
beginning to crowd, may give the new- 
ly started box the appearance of hav- 
ing been long established.

HE WAS A MIGHTY KING. 


If the Record on the Tomb of Sards- 


napalus Be True. 


An ancient legend tells us that Sar- 


danapalus was tlie founder of Tarsus, 
while others ascribe that honor to Sen- 
nacherib, king of Nineveh, of whom 
the Bible record speaks. An interest- 
ing part of this legend about Sarda- 
uapalus. the last of the Assyrian kings, 
tells us that he recorded on bis tomb 
near Anehiale. a nearby city, in one 
day, a feat surely worthy of any king. 
But the kings 'of those days, it must 
be remembered, took as much license 
with the record on tbeir tombs as any 
Munchausen who ever lived. 


We are also told that on this tomb 


was a statue of the king snapping his 
fingers, while this inscription was 
written beneath: "Sardanapalus, son 
of Anakyndaraxes, built Anchiale and 
Tarsus In one day. Eat, drink and 
play, for everything else is not worth 
this" (a snap of your fingers). 


Whether this statue and its descrip- 


tion are purely mythical or not, the 
tradition was probably current in 
Paul's time, as his own words Indicate: 
"If after the manner of men I have 
fought with beasts at Ephesus, what 
advantage*!) It me if the dead rise not? 
Let us eat and drink, for tomorrow we 
die." 
What greater contrast could 


there be than between the strenuous, 
manly, undaunted apostle and the vo- 
luptuous, blase king who was said to 
have founded the city where, hundreds 
of years later, St. Paul was born?— 
Christian Herald. 


BEST OF ALL JOURNALISTS. 


St. Mark Has Been Called the Reporter 


Among the Apostle*. 


The greatest journalist the world ever 


knew lived 1,500 years or more before 
the invention of type, according to Eev. 
Dr. Frank N. Palmer, wh.o awarded the 
palm to St Mark and wondered at the 
marvels that he might have accom- 
plished if be had lived in the days of 
printing presses. 


St Matthew put his chronicles in 


twenty-eight chapters; St. Luke used 
twenty-four to tell his story; St. John 
used twenty-one, but St, Mark covered 
all the details more vividly in sixteen, 
and, true to the spirit of action that 
animates his kind, put a miracle in ev- 
ery chapter. 


St Mark, Dr. Palmer said, was the 


reporter among the apostles. His view- 
point, bis language and, his marvelous 
ability to give action and climax, clash 
and color in a sentence should be a 
glowing example to the newspaper 
writers of this day. 


Each of the other apostles speaks of 


skies that opened. Mark says they 
were rent asunder. He is the only one 
among bis brethren who stopped duti- 
fully to describe the color of a given 
scene. In the writings of his fellows it 
is told that the people went to the Ser- 
mon on the Mount. Mark writes vivid- 
ly that the people ran. 


In writing for the Romans he used 


colorful allusions and the references to 
wild beasts to touch their Intelligence 
in sympathetic fashion at every stroke.

fering from lock-jaw under former 
methods of treatment died. 
With 


the use of tetanus antitoxin and prop- 
er treatment sixty per cent die, thus 
showing the high mortality with in- 
fected wounds of this character. 


If the wound is very slight or if the 


family physician is not available carry 
out the following measures exactly as 
stated. 


Thoroughly remove every particle 


of foreign itaterial. 


Dry the would with sterile cotton, 


and then paint it liberally with tinc- 
ture of iodine. Be sure to get it into 
all the parts of the wound. 
This 


should be followed 
by a loose wet 


dressing such as fifty per cent alcohol. 
Keep the cloths continuously wet. If 
the skin is torn do not paste the flap 
down or try to close the wound tia 
this is the surest way to encourage 
the growth of the lockjaw bacteria if 
there be any there. 


Remember however, that in wounds 


of this character the home treatment 
is not justifiable, and you should call 
a physician at once who will not only 
properly care for the wound but ad- 
minister a prophylactic dose of teta- 
nus antitoxin.

The Road Drag and How to Use it 
on Country Roads. 


Washington, D. C., June 30—Th 


road drag is the simplest and least ex. 
pensive contrivance yet devised 
fo 


maintaining earth roads, according tc 
the experts in the U. S. Departmen 
of Agriculture who are cooperating 
with state and county authorities i 
work for better roads. 


Properly used, the drag gives th 


needed crown to the road, smoothe 
out ruts and other 
irregularities 


spreads out puddles of water, there- 
by accelerating the drying of the road 
and makes the surface more or less 
impervious to water by smearing over 
the so-called pores in the earthly ma- 
terial. The cose of operation depends, 
of course, upon local conditions and 
the thoroughness with which the work 
is done. It is safe to say, however, 
that it is less expensive than any oth- 
er efficient system of upkeep. 


Farmers' bulletin No. 597, of the 


Department of Agriculture, discusses 
under the title of "The Road Drag 
and How it is Used." the best methods 
of maintaining earth roads in good 
condition ty this simple device. 
In 


this bulletin/which has just been pub- 
lished, the Department 
points 
out 


that of more than 2,000,000 miles of 
public roads in the 
United States, 


only about 200,000 miles have been 
given a hard surface. 
It is true, of 


course, that a large part of the re- 
maining mileage „ consists of 
roads 


that are entirely 
unimproved, and 


that on roads of this class the drag is 
practically useless. There Is a much 
larger mileage, howevei, that has 
been partially improved, and it is on 
roads of this character—roads that 
have been crowned or drained, 
but 


have not a hard surface—that the use 
of the drag is advocated. 


In its simplest form, the road drag 


consists of an ordinary log split 
in 


half and the two 
halves connected 


like the uprights of a ladder by means 
of croas sticks or rungs set in. The 
log should be about 7 or 8 inches in 
diameter, and from 6 to 8 feet in 
length. It is better to have it of well- 
seasoned, hard tough wood. The two 
semi-cylindrical 
halves of the log 


form the runners of the drag, and are 
usually spaced from 30 to 36 inches 


, apart. 
The front runner is always 


placed with the split surface of the 
wood facing forward, but the rear 
runner sometimes has its rounded 
face in front. This is done in order 
to increase the smearing action of the 
drag as it passes over the surface of 
the road. 


The two runners are not placed di- 


rectly behind each other, but are "off- 
set", as it is called from 12 to 16 
inches. This is done because the drag 
is drawn over the road at an angle 
sufficient to make the runners free 
themselves 
of the 
material 
they 


scrape. 
The amount of this angle 


or skew depends, of course, upon the

condition of the road. «y offsetting

the runners, it is possible to make 


-*- their ends follow 
aproximately 
the 


same line on the 
road, which they 


would not do if they were set direct- 
ly behind each other and the drag 
drawn at an angle with the road. 


In order to provide standing room 


for the man, it is usual to nail two 
boards down upon the rungs parallel 
to the runners. Standing upon these, 
a skillful driver will bear his weight 
in such a way as to aid materially in 
the successful operation of the drag. 


The drag i.3 drawn by a chain which 


e fastened by eye bolts to each end 
f the front runner, or one end of the 
hain can pass through a hole at the 
ischarge end of the front runner, and 
;he other end be looped over the rung 
at the cutting end of the runner. 
It 


s important that the hitching link 
should be so designed that its position 
can be changed readily. It is also de- 
sirable to provide a metal 
cutting 


edge for the front runner. This can 
»e made from a strip of iron or steel, 
and old wagon tires have frequently 
proved satisfactory. 


The cost of such a dray varies from 


$2 to perhaps §10 or $12. This prac- 
tically insignificant outlay will secure 
an implement that will be of great 
service to the community for at least 
three or four years. The fact cannot 
be overlooked, however, that skill in 
the use of the drag is indispensable. 


The angle that the runners make 


with the center line of the road, the 
skew angle, if the dragging is done 
to increase the crown of the road, the 
drag should be sufficiently skewed to 
discharge all material as rapidly as it 
is collected on the runners. On the 
other hand the conditions may be such 
that it is desirable to carry along this 
material in order to deposit it where 
there are depressions 
in the road's 


surface. An intelligent operator will 
soon learn many ways of controlling 
the action of the drag. The length of 
the hitching chain, the disposition of 
the operator's weight, the time when 
the dragging is done, all these exert 
a marked influence upon the results. 


As to the time, for dragging, a safe 


rule to follow is to drag the road 
when the material composing the sur- 
face contains sufficient moisture 
to 


compact readily, but is not sufficiently 
wet for traffic to produce mud. 


Since the weather plays so import- 


ant a part in the matter it is not 
usually possible to arrange continuous 
employment for teams on the road. 
It is therefore 
desirable, whenever 


possible, to have the dragging done by 
persons interested in the road, who 
will do it in the intervals of other oc- 
cupations.
